professional aid, investigate the whole question of synagogue accommoda- 
tion in the West and North-West of London, and report as to the probable 
financial effect of the measures they might recommend. 

The Commission held frequent and prolonged meetings; received 
statements ond statistics from the Wardens and Secretary in support of the 
enlargement; from Mr. 5, Montagu’on behalfof its opponents; and = from 
Mr. H. A. Isaacs on behalf of the promoters of a synagogue in St. 
Johu’s Wood, They investigated and verified all the statem nts, analyzed 
the list ef names of present and expected seatholders, measured the dis- 
tance of their respective residences from Bayswater Synagogue, as also from 
the sites for suggested synagogues at St. John’s Wood and Notting Hill, 
and heard evidence from the Rev. R. Harris, and Messrs. M. Beddington,

The Commission from the above data arrived unanimously at the con- 
clusion that increased synagogal accommodation is indispensably and 
urgently required. 

In considering what districts most require! accommodation, and 
admitting that synagogues should be properly distributed to allow of the 
attendance of the greatest possible number of worshippers, the Commission 
believe that synagogogues should be placed two miles apart so as practically 
to place asynagogue about a mile from any member’s residence, a half mile 
radius being impracticable, and not even thought of till lately. Of 345 
Bayswater seatholders there are 316 within one mile radius; 11 beyond at 
Notting Hill; 15 beyond at St. John’s Wood; and 6 within neither, Of 
the 316, 199 reside within the half mile radius, 44 within half-a-mile and 
one mile towards St. John’s Wood; 82 between half-a-mile and one mile 
towards Notting Hill. Of 62 persons residing beyond the half-mile, west

Apologies 
were received from Sir M. Montefiore, Messrs. H. L. Cohen and Ierael 
Davis ; also from Dr. Benisch, Mr. Arthur B, Cohen, M.A., and Mr. Ellis David- 


son. The Rev. Chief Rabbi, Dr, ADLER, presided. | 
The proceedings commenced by the singing of a psalm, followed by exceed-_ 


ingly good English recitations, also one in German; Greek and Latin recita- 
tions being probably omitted from consideration to the ladies present. 


An essay was read by the author, Isidore Harris, the “ Evelina Prize Holder,” 
on the Life, Character and Writings of Josephus. 

Mr. M. Henry, the Hon. Sec. of the Education Committee, read the reports of 
Dr. Benisch and Mr. Arthur Cohen, M.A., the Examiners. The reports:

The result must be a source of satisfaction to the parents of the pupils and the 
friends of the institution. The opinion of Mr, Cohen should be considered as a 
satisfactory proof that English instruction was not neglected, and it would tend 
to remove a prejudice that prevailed even among residents im the neighbourhood 
that English instruction was sacrificed to Hebrew in this school. It was, the 
distinction of the College that religious and secular instruction went hand-in- 
hand. They were twins, helping each other without weakening the other, If the 
pupils did not make progress, he could not help blaming the parents for neglect 
of the monthly reports sent in, or for not cufercing regularity of attendance, The 
teachers fulfilled their duties zealously and faithfully. The divine injunction of 
education was as true now as It was 6,000 years ago, 
the result would be as if the body were starved—dcdestruciion, The deadly enemy, 
: ‘Turning to the children, he told thei that he 
knew they were anxious to be examined. A pitched battle was like an examina- 
tion to an earnest student. Every faculty was on the alert and every soldier 
waited for the word of command. They had tasted the cup of knowledge. Let 
them take longer and decper draughts, but not intoxicate themselves with the 
supposition that they knew enough. Addressing hiuself to the Collegians, he 
said that we now live in a.money-making age, but if they inclined to a more 
lucrative branch of action they could have no idea of the power of knowledye 


nor be true to their mission of saving souls. The object of education was to 


render the mind sound and elastic—capable of bearing the wear and tear of life. 
If, he said, you cultivate your faculties you will be capable of other duties. Lf you 
raste them vou will be worth nothing, You must liveim the wond unseen, as much 
as in the world you see. If you believe too much in this world, you are already 
ound to it. Trust to the power of Love. Then the yoke will be easy, half the 
dNhculty will be removed. Try to know yourselves and to think kindly of others, 
en the Lord will be with you. He will support you and give you success, 

Mr. E. Lx SAMUEL said every one must be gratified with the working of this 
institution. Parents who saw the faculties of those dear to them developed must 
be pleased with the result. But it was more important that two eminent gentle- 
men had given satisfactory reports. The College is taking firm hold on the com- 
munity and will become one ot its most valuable institutions. Good results cannot 
be secured without effort. Foremost among its promoters was the Chief Rabbi, 
whose beaming smile when surrounded by his flock, or when a pupil had dis- 

nguished himself, told them that one of the dearest wishes of his heart was 
that this institution should become arenowned seat of learning. The Jewish mind 
was a soil fruitful in knowledge. Dr. Adler devoted the best efforts of his mind to 
the result ; his great learning, his world-wide reputation. All English-speaking

LECTURES TO JEWISH WORKING MEN, 


On Sunday evening Mr. IsrauL Davis, B.A., delivered the fortnightly 
lecture to Jewish working men and their families. The subject was “The 


The Rev. A. L. GREEN presided, and introduced the lecturer. — | 

Mr. Davis said that as the subject was too large for exhaustive treatment in 
one lecture, he would restrict himself to the early history of Education, 
especially in the eastern peninsula of Greece (Attica.) The Persians were 
among the earliest educators, and taught their youth to ride, to draw the bow, 
and speak the truth. He had been criticized'for not giving a more practical turn 
to his addresses, but his hearers did not come there to learn how to turn 1s. to 
1s. 6d., to learn what would pay at once, but rather for refining and elevating 


influences—not for the every-day work of life, singing the chorus, “ Here are 


slaves, there are slaves, everywhere are slaves :’—but a lecturer should cast 


his thoughts into the air, like a boy flinging his kite upwards, to be caught again 


when it descended. He would bid them wander with him to a region where a 
sunny sky shone o’er a brilliant sea, to a Mediterranean town where tall temples 
of white marble stood among violet rocks, and the hill of the Acropolis was in 
the midst, with the statue of Minerva, the tutelary goddess, in ivory and gold, 
famous in autiquity. He described the vivacity and refinement of the Athenians, 


and told the anecdote of Plutarch’s two whelps born in the same litter but differently 


bred. The Greeks provided education for their children as modern fathers provide 
food ; the Mytileneans after subduing their enemies, punished them by depriving 
them of education, After referring to the practice of exposing children, he said 
that the Greeks held a festival the tenth day after birth, when the child was named; 
andif a boy, received an olive crown, if a girl—a woollen fillet. Greek children had 
toys, cradles, lullabys, nursery ghost stories and nursery whippings. The children 
at the age of six, were consigned to the care of men called pedagogues, who were 
sometimes slaves—oceasionally slaves good for nothing else. ‘The old Athenian 
law was that children should learn to read and swim, and the Spartan children 
were taught to bear flogging and to steal. The training of a boy cost about £dv, 
A celebrated :slave anecdote was related. In Greek schools, maps, pens, wax 
tablets, &c., were used. Quotations were made from Aristophanes, and good and 
naughty Greek boys were described. Music and gymnastics were taught in Greece, 
the former including grammar, drawing and painting, Foreign languages were 
not taught, the Grecks considering that if barbarians wanted to talk to them they 
should learn Greek, Sometimes medicine was taught, also rhetoric, dialectics, 
astronomy and law. Platos system of education was described, Conduct was 
taught among the Greeks. They did not, like we do, teach virtue by 
the ail of religion, “They ‘could net do so, for their gods offered bad 
| They taught arithmetic and dancing, reverence to elders 
and ihe duty of silence. Aleibiades and Lucian were referred to. The advantage 


— of training children-by music and dancing was illustrated by an allusion to “that 


charming institution the Jews’ Infant School, where chubby little aris and chubby 

‘Tittle voices were raised in unison.” (Loud applause here interrupted the speaker, ) 
The athletic sports of the Greeks were described. In Greece intellectual pursuits 

were not subordinated to them as at ton. Greeks were made athletes to render 

them strong and good-tempered, The Academe, the Lyceum, ete., were detailed. 

Greek sculpture was beautiful because Greeks themselves were well formed. The 

object was to give to both body and mind the utivest strength and perfection of 

Which each was capable. Milton and St. Jolin were quoted, and the Sophisis de- 

fended. Cursory reference was made to the destruction of education by the bar- 

barian eruption and to the evolution of modern civilization by the mingling of 

various elements—Judaism, Christianity, and old and new systems. ‘Lhe 

savage method of instruction in the middle ages was graphically alluded to. The 

exaggerated methodical organization in France was condemned. | Now when 

drilling and singing were insisted on in schools we were approaching the. old 
Greek system—the object of which was to obtain a sound mind in a sound body. 

Mr. Micuart HENry, in moving a vote of thanks to the lecturer, said that 

as the latter had given a history of education, he would give a history of the 

lecturer's education, which was this: at his (Mr. Henry’s) ewn old school, the 

City of London, Mr. Davis had achieved high distinction as he passed from 

class to class, and he became captain of the school, where he helped to make the 


name of Jew honoured. He had rendered a difficult subject interesting, even to 


the boys present. Had ke pursued his topic further, he would have shown that 
we had improved on the Greek system, fur religion, though not always recog- 
nized, still permeated our modern systein of instruction. — 

The Rev. A. L. Green, in putting the vote of thanks, said that education 
made ihe gentleman, but no amount of education would wean a good man from 
his community. Many and distinguished as had been the honours which Israel 
Davis had attained, the title he valued most was that of being a Jew. 


Mr. Davis in responding, said that his friends, Mr. Green and Mr. Henry, — 


understood him thoroughly when they observed that ne was proud of being a 
Jew. He loved his community, his race and his religion. A Jew’s attachment 
to these need never separate him from sympathy with his fellow-countrymen 
of other creeds and races,

DR. ARTOM AT BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE. 
th last a most agreeable event took place at Bayswater Synagogue. 
At prog oer of the Wardens, the Rev. Chief of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Jews, the DAN Dr. Artom, preached at this place of worship to a crowded con- 
egation, including several members of other synagogues, some of whom 
walked considerable distances to hear the eloquent Rabbi. The Bayswater 
Congregation is familiarized with the pleasures of pulpit eloquence from 
‘ts weekly experiences of its own preacher (whose popularity is in great 
art the motivation of the desire for an enlarged synagogue), Hence this 
congregation is capable of judging excellence of clerical oratory, and its delighted 
and grateful appreciation of Dr. Artom's beautiful sermon is a fresh tribute 
to his already acquired and well-established reputation, 

After the ordinary Musaph the sermon was preached. — 

The Rev. Dr. ArToM took as his text Ezekiel xxxiv. 31 : ye, my flock, 
the flock of my pasture are men, and I am your God, saith the Lord,” and 
he associated with it a parallel passage from the Midrash. He. said that 
Oriental language was especially rich in metaphors—metaphors as luxu- 
riant as the Flora of Palestine, or the foliage of an Indian forest. The 
metaphors which were applied to Israel were as numerous and brilliant as the 
colours of an Oriental robe. Sometimes Israel was compared with the lily 
among thorns ; at other times with the apple-tree among the trees of the wood. 


But the most usual and appropriate simile was that of the lamb. Before 


he proceeded, however, he would first pause to express his feelings in addressing 
them from this pulpit. He felt difiident when he saw so numerous and so dlis- 
tinguished an assemblage. He knew that they heard every week the eloquent 
words of their own preacher from the place in which he stood ; and he feared all 
the more lest he might use erroneous idioms or inaccurate pronounciation, for 
he could not forget that he was a foreigner—he came among them as a 


stranger, but they were told to love the stranger; and he would ask them to 


shew him their love by their indulgence. Three centuries and a half ago had 


occurred that great event which they were about to commemorate—their great 


deliverance. It was celebrated by the killing of a lamb, to the horror and 
anger of the Egyptians who were powerless to prevent it, because a mysterious 
force held them back. They might have thought that he would have 
addressed them on the subject of the Paschal Lamb—but he preferred to speak 
No comparison could be 
better. Israel was indeed, as [saiah had said, a lamb led to the slaughter. Job 
had in his sorrow declared (ce. 111. 26), “I was not in safety ; neither had I rest ; 
neither was I quiet ; yet trouble came.” These four expressions had .been com- 
pared by our sages with the four periods of tribulation and oppression under 
which Israel had suffered. “I was not in safety,” was an allusion to the dis- 
persion of our people when the temple was destroyed and they were carried into a 
foreign country, obliged to bow down before idols of wood and metal, and where, 
with bitter irony, they were told te sing the songs of Zion in the strange land. 
“Thad not rest’? was an allusion to the sufferings of Israel under the Medes 
and Persians. “If had not quiet,” -referred to the cruel oppressions of the 
successors of Alexander, the Seleucides, and especially the wicked Antiochus, 
“Yet trouble came,” was an allusion to the eruelties of the Romans, who were 
frantic with rage at the heroism displayed by our ancestors in the defence of 
Jerusalem and of Bithor. Israel resembled the lamb in its three characteristics. 
He would consider each severally. First, its meekness. Israel was always gentle 
under oppression, Whien, after the awful Revelation on Mount Sinai, the 
children of Israel gathered round Moses, they were awe-struck, and they said, 
we will hearken, we will obey ; but they added, if we obey these laws, and love 
our neighbour, and do not use violence against wicked nations that surround 
us, we shall fall victims to their violence. We have no means of defence . our 
meekness will be taken for cowardice, our gentleness for weakness. Moses 
answered them by the parable of a lamb. When the beasts were created, the 
lamb said to the Lord : What shall I do to protect myself? Other animals have 
horns, and tusks, and teeth, and claws. Ihave none. Then the Lord replied: 
Dost thou want horns to hurt other animals? No, said the lamb, I would 
hurt no one. Dost thou want teeth, said the Lord, to tear and devcur thine 
enemies? No, replied the meek lamb, I would destroy no one. I would have no 
enemies. I only need weapons to defend myself. No, replied the Lord, thon needest 


not these. Make kindness thy sword, and patience thy shield ; and thou shalt 


be safe. Thus, said Moses to the children of Israel, you do not need the means of 
attack used by the violent and bloodthirsty nations that surround you. You need 
no horns, no tusks, no teeth, no claws; only make kindness your sword, and pa- 
tience your shield. Israel had ever been meck and gentle under oppression. . Its 
gentleness had been taken for cowardice and feebleness. It had suffered, and 


the voice of its agony could have been heard, if streets could speak, in the public 


places of Toledo and Seville. The second characteristic of the lamb was also 
partaken of by Israel—its tendency to go astray. Israel was too apt to stray 
from the fold and follow the customs of other nations. The Jew had justly been 
called the citizen of the world. It was true. Hehad a fatal facility for acclima- 
tzing himself—he borrowed the vices of the nations amongst which he dwelt. He 
would not indicate any particular country by name, but it was true that in bigoted 
countries Israel was intolerant; in countries where there was religious indifference 
Israel was apathetic ; in countries where misty philosophy prevailed, Israel was 
an unbeliever ; in countries where there was superficial religion Israel followed 
the example. He implored them not to be led astray. ‘There were now literary 


men who fancied themselves mew prophets and gave forth new doctrines .

Artom. He expressed the delight which his presence had afforded him and his 

colleagues, a delight shared in by all present: and he especially thanked him for 
sermon which was calculated to move the most callous heart:

He rejoiced at the concord that now prevailed among the German and Portuguese 

congregations. At one time the strongest prejudices existed, not only in this 

country, but in the colonies. He remembered his father telling him that at one 

time in Jamaica, there were no intermarriages between Portuguese and Germans, 


and there was actually a bar at the synagogue of the former beyond which the 


latter could not pass. The Rev. Dr, Artom since his residence in this country, 
had gained general respect by the urbanity of his manner, the greatness of his 
abilities, and his many services for his congregation. He had heard that his 


labours for its schools had materially improved them. He thought the Jewish 
community of England fortunate in having such spiritual chiefs as Dr. Adler and 


Dr. Artom, and it was the duty of the laity to pay to their clergy all possible 
espect. 


The Rev. Dr. Arrom in returning thanks said that he was a frank-spoken. 
~man, and when it was needed he rebuked. They would then believe him when 


he expressed delight. This was one of the happiest days he had ever passed. He 
was happy for three reasons, First, in preaching before such a numerous and 
distinguished assemblage. Next, in worshipping in a congregation so orderly, 
and at a service so beautifully conducted by ministers who performed their 
duties ‘admirably. Thirdly, he rejoiced at the spirit of union which was mani- 


fested by the harmonious proceedings of the day. He almost was diverted from 


his object inthe pulpit when he saw such a beautiful garland around his head, 
and such a numerous assemblage at his feet. He saw before him in this day's 
festive scene a repetition of the agreeable scene he had recently witnessed at the 
London Tavern, where distinguished leaders of his own congregation had assembled 
to show their sympathy for an institution of the sister congregation ; and to-day 
the eminent men of the German congregation assembled to do honour to one who 
appreciated that honour deeply. Ile believed that one day there would be a com- 
plete union... Prejudices would disappear as the advance of civilization swept 
away ignorance. It would come at last, as water wore out the hardest rock. 

Mr. M. Casren.o proposed the health of the Rev. Dr. H. Adler, whose private 
life, he had heard, was as excellent as were his public services. He took 
occasion to express thanks for the kind reception accorded to the members of 
his congregation and his earnest desire for the eldse union of all Jews. This 
day was a great epoch in their congregational history. | 

The Rev. Dr. TH. ApLER acknowledged the toast on behalf of himself and 
He appeared that day in anew character— 
that of listener; and he doubted not that this was as agreeable to them as it 
was to him. (Laughter.) He had indeed listened with delight to the beautiful 


and poetical language that had been uttered by the spiritual chief of the 


honoured Sephardim Community. Ife was reminded of what his father, 
the Chief Rabbi, had said when nearly twenty-five years ago he preached in 
Bevis Marks Synagogue. Ilis text was, ‘ How goodly and pleasant it is when 
brethren dwell together in unity,” and he = said that he could. perceive no 
difference between German and Portuguese—they were al] one family, speaking 
one Janguage, having one common doctrine and one common history. The 
Portuguese had their Maimonides, the Germans their Rashi; the Portuguese 
their Manasseh ben Israel and their Sir Moses Montefiore, the Germans their 
Mendelssohn—but these great men belonged to all. He hoped they would 
all remember they were members of the one real United Synagogue. This 
day was the anniversary of the entry into office of himself and his colleagues, 
the Rev. Mr. Samuel and the Rev. Mr. Harris; and speaking for them and for 
himself, he could assure them, that whatever were their shortcomings, they were, 
at least. warmly attached to their congregation and to their sacred vocation—ard 
above all to the Judaism which they loved so well. 

Mr. J. SepaG said he rose—without asking leave, which would perhaps have 
been withheld—to propose the health of the Wardens. Some years ago King 
Wilham the Fourth, on hearing the United States Ambassador expatiate on the 
progress and prosperity of his country, observed that if he had not been an English- 
man, he would have liked to Be an American. So he (Mr. Sebag) could assure them 
thatif he had not been a Portuguese, he would have liked tw be a German—yes, a 
Bayswaterian, | | | 

Mr. D. BENJAMIN responded in obedience to the orders of his sentor-in-oftice, 
Mr. Lucas. He referred to the presence there of a leading member of Berkeley- 
street Congregation and expressed a hope that the union of Jews would one day

Mr. M. Levy, in reference toa remark that had fallen from the Rev. Hahamm, 
wished to explain that the Jews’ Orphan Asylum was not restricted to German 
children, but admitted Portuguese, without reference to the distinctioa of race.

The Hambro’ Synagogue fails to find worshippers, seat-holders, of 
support. It fails to present the financial results required of it. It can-— 
not remunerate its officers with common decency. It does not provide 


— synagogal accommodation for a great number of poor, for they go else- 


where. In tbe two large synagogues in the immediate neighbourhood, 


there are 175 vacant seals, so that if the present 125 seat-holiders of the 
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Hambro’ Synagogue were deprived of their present place of worship they 
could readily find accommodation in handsome places of worshiv of the 
same Minhag, but with greater congregational advantages. There are 
973 seats in the Hambro’ Synagogue, of which more than one half are 
vacant; only ten seats are let in the Ladies’ Gallery. The income has 
been gradually decreasing for the last few years. It has been becoming 
‘small by degrees and beautifully less.” These are unpleasant facts ; but 
they are facts, And facts are stubborn things. |

And the fact also being that a synagogue is wanted in Stepney and is not 
wanted in Fenchurch-street, the result which without difficulty would be 
arrived at by persons anxious that Jews should assemble for divine service, 
seems to be—that it would be proper, if possible, to trausfer the Hambro’ 


Synagogue from a place where it is nearly useless to a place where it 


would be very usefu!—if not to Stepney, at least to some other centre of a 


Jewish synagogue-less population. 


Some eventuality of this kind occurred to the minds of the judicious 
and earnest men who framed the Constitution of the United Synagogue, 
though they hampered the condition of possible transference by an extraor- 
dinary provision that any synagogue built by the United Synagogue after 
closing the Hambro’ Synagogne should be called by its name—that is to 
say called Hambro Synagogue because itis wof in Hambro, lucus a non 
lucendo, or because it bears the title of a founder or principal contributor 
whose descendants have quitted the pale of Judaism. This, however, is 
unimportant. To call a synagogue after a locality in which it is situated 
does secm to an unsophisticated intellect a wise plan; and it is a plan 
generally pursued: certainly wiser than to call a synagogue by a name 


that may cease to have any applicability, for even the New Synagogue has | 
ceased to be * New,” and the Hambro’ Synagogue has no existing connec- 


tion with Hamburgh or Baron Hamsro’s family. However, if a synagogue 
be required, say, for instance, in the South West of London, and be desig- 
nated the North West Synagogue, it is quite a matter of taste and there is 
nothing wrong in it—only let the synagogue if wantel be built.

of duty to the community and preferred to become members of a new United 


Synagogue rather than remain members of an old Great Synagogue. Surely 
then we are not unreasonable in urging the members of the Hambro 
Synagogue to consider the real and tangible interests of the community to 


an untangible sentiment, however honourable and however weil founded, 


Assuredly a attachment to one’s old congregation is desirable, noble and

ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION, 


On Thursday, the 3rd inst., a meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish — 


Association was held at the Westminster Jews’ Free School, Greek-street. There 


were present Dr. A. Beniscu, Vice-President, in the chair; Revs. A. Lowy, P. 


Magnus ; Messrs. D. Castello, Barrow Emanuel, E. A. Franklin, L. M. Rothschild, 
An apology from the President for his unavoidable absence was read. | 


_ A report of the transactions of the Executive Committee since the previous 
meeting of the Council was read. The following is an ample summary of the 
Report, but the gist of the information has already appeared in our columns : | 

A deputation from the Executive Committee had an interview with the Earl 
of Shaftesbury, and submitted to him an account of the conflict between the 
Missionaries and the Jews of Damascus. His Lordship promised to give the 
matter his attention, and afterwards wrote that he had read the statements on 
both sides and found they did not materially differ. He blamed both parties for 
want of moderation, and believing that misconception had arisen, expressed a hope 
that the matter would be allowed to drop, 


The Committee, having had its attention drawn to the maltreatment of a Jew 
at Larache, Morocco, where the Spanish Consul was charged with sanctioning 
atrocities, forwarded a memorial to the Spanish Foreign Minister begging him 
to investigate the matter and see that justice was done. 


After considerable correspondence between the Alliance and the Executive 
as to presenting to the Shah a petition, begging im to ameliorate the condition 
of the Jews, it was suggested by the Executive that such petition should be 
“presented to him in each capital through which he should pass, by the congrega- 
tion of such city, and a collective petition, signed by the leading men on behalf 
of the various communities, should be handed to him in Paris. The Committee 
have drawn up the heads of such petition, enumerating the chief grievances of 
our Persian brethren and suggesting remedies, the principal being the appointment 
of an attaché or consul of some government, who might take charge of Jewish 


interests at the Persian court. ‘The committee recommend an expenditure of £100 - 


per annum towards the stipend of such official. 


The Committee wrote to thank the Swedish Consul at Smyrna for services 
rendered the Jews during the riot. | noe 
The Rev. Dr. de Sola wrote that he hoped to form a Branch at Montreal. 


The President and the Chairman of the Roumanian Cemmittee communicated 

with the Austrian and Turkish Ambassadors, and urged them to impress on their 
governments the expediency of interpesing to prevent the passing of the bill for 
preventing Jews from selling spirituous liquors in Roumania, as it was an infrac- 
tion of the treaty of 1858, and even of the law of nations.

3 | ROUMANIA. | 
With regard. to the Bills which had recently passed the Roumanian 


Legislature, the effect of which would be to prevent Jews from selling spirituous | 
liquors in Roumania, Dr. Benisch entered into detailed particulars of the dis- | 
astrous effects of the Bill, should it become law, upon thousands of poor 


industrious Jews. The Bill had, however, not yet become law, as it had not 
received the assent of Prince Charles, and efforts were being made to induce the 
Prince to veto the Bill. As the provisions of the Bill were believed to be in 


_opposition to a treaty made between Austria and the Porte, the attention of | 
Count Beust had been drawn to the matter, and with whom the President and- 


Dr. Benisch had had an interview upon the subject. Count Beust had suggested 
that a paper should be drawn setting forth the facts to which his attention had 
been called, and he promised to forward the document to Austria. 


A letter had since been received by Count Beust acknowledging the receipt 
of the document, which bore the signatures of Sir Francis Goldsmid, as Chairman 
of the Roumanian Committee, and of Baron de Worms, as President of the 
Association. | | 

PERSIA, 


In bringing under the attention of the meeting the recommendations of 
the Executive Committee relative to Persia, Dr. Benisch said that the meeting 
would no doubt be acquainted with the deplorably sad condition of the Persian 
Jews. It was thought advisable to take the opportunity of the visit of the 
Shah of Persia to present petitions to him on behalf of the Alliance Universelle 
Israelite and the Associations in connection therewith. In these petitions it was 


The Committee have learnt that the school built by Messrs. Sassoon, at_ 


proposed particulars should be given of the special grievances under which the 
Persian Jews suffer, and remedies proposed for their amelioration. It was not 
contemplated to deal with those grievances of the Jews which arise from 
religious prejudices; only those which result from the sad state of the law and 
the mode in which the taxes are levied upon the Jews and collected. 


Mr. L. M. Roruscuip held that the great remedy for the sad condition of 

the Persian Jews was education. | 
| Dr. Beniscu said that the same fallacious argument had been used by the 
enemies of the Jews in Germany and elsewhere, when it was proposed to remedy 
the disabilities under which the Jews specially laboured. First, the Jews were 


posed that endeavours be made for the appointment of aspecial court for the trial 
of cases in which Jews might be concerned. This would remedy one grievance 
under which the Jews of Persia laboured. Their second grievance was the 
arbitrary levying of taxes. The local authorities trebled and quadrupled the 
already burdensome taxes levied upon the Jews and the collection was 
made at most unsuitable times. Therefore, it was proposed that the 
power of levying and collecting taxes from the Jews be taken from the 
community collect the taxes from each 


authority, and that the Jewish 


Jewish gentleman should be appointed either as an attaché to an Embassy at 
Teheran, or as consul, and who would thus be under international protection, 
The Jews of Persia would know of the existence of such a person, who-would 
make it his business to acquaint the Government with any infraction of the 


sanction of the Government, which was rather favourably disposed towards them, 
the subordinate and local authorities, who are the real offenders, would by the 
proposed measure be held in check. There was a precedent for the appointment 
of a Jewish consul or attaché in Persia in the case of Roumania. 

_ After some discussion, Dr. Beniscu continued to say that the Alliance Uni- 
verselle Israelite approved of the appointment of a Jewish attaché in Persia. 
It may be possible that the American Government from the same philavthropic 
motives which had induced it to appoint a Jew as American consul in Roumania 
might make a similar appointment in Persia, or that the Austrian Goverament 
might appoint a Jew as an attaché to its embassy at Persia. For this purpose 
the Alliance and the several associations in connection therewith should sup- 

port the mission, the support of which had been estimated at £600. 
After a brief discussion, | | | 
Mr. Barrow EMANUEL proposed a resolution to the effect that a peti- 
tion, praying for the amelioration of the condition of the Persian Jews be pre- 
sented to the Shah, and that the draft of such petition be first prescuted to the 
Council for approval. He objected to the proposal to rececemmend to the Shah 
the appointment of a special court for adjudicating on Jewish causes, aud if 
such a statement were included in the petition the policy of making such a re- 
commendation sbould be well discussed by the Council. There could be no ob- 
jection to the presentation of the petition to the Shah, but there might be some 
such revision as that indicated by him. 
Dr. Beniscu said that tne Central Committee of the Alliance Universelle 
Israelite would prepare a petition to be presented to the Shah, and it was desir- 
able that sirhilar petitions should be presented by the other Jewish Associations, 
so that the petitions while not necessarily identicalin language should be uniforin 
in the requests made on behalf of the Persian Jews, 
Mr. Evxuis A. Frankuiin seconded the resolution, which was, after some dis- 
cussion, carried unanimously. | 
A resolution was also passed tothe effect that the appointment of a Jewish 
gentleman to watch Jewish interests in Persia has the approval of the Council, 
who will be prepared to co-operate with the A'liance to carry out this object. 
The meeting then terminated after having passed the usual vote of thanks 
to the chair. | 


ASSOCIATION READING ROOMS. 


On Sunday evening last, the first annual general meeting of the ‘members 
of the Jewish Association Reading Roos took place at the Institution, 
Hutchison-street. Mr. Samuel Montagu, President of the © 
_ Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, took the chair. 
There was a very large attendance of the members, and lively interest was 
taken in the proceedings. The questions discussed were, for the most 
part, of very little general interest, and referred only to matters of detail 
in connection with the subscriptions to and internal management of the 

After considerable discussion, and after several amendments had been 
proposed, put to the meeting, and lost, a resolution was carried by a larga 
majority, recommending to the parent committee that the subscription 
to the Reading Rooms be raised to four pence per month. During the 
discussion many of the speakers expressed an earnest desire that the in- 
stitution should become self-supporting.

ROUMANIAN TYRANNY. 

The Spirituous Liquors Bill, the passing of which is designed to 
deprive many thousand Jewish families of their daily bread, has not yet 
received the sanction of Prince Charles, and it is ardently hoped that 
this ruler will be wise enough to refuse his signature to that ill-adviseg 
piece of legislation. Meanwhile, the sub-prefect of the district of Tutova, 
has taken the law into his 
own hands and has sent an order to all the mayors of the rural communes 
under his jurisdiction to proceed in such manner as if the Prince had 
already given the necessary validity to the Spirituous Liquors Bill. They 


are designed to evict the Jewish innkeepers from the several villages. Tho 
document containing this arbitrary ukase is in possession of the editor of 


the Rumanische Post, and he appeals tu the sense of the government of 
his country to. prevent. the exercise of an eseamed right to persecute 
defenceless Israelites.
